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‘Clewiston man charged 
in two more sexual 


assaults and kidnappings’

The Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office has charged a 
Clewiston man with two 
additional counts of kjdnap- 
ping, one additional count of 
sexual battery and one count of 
attempted sexual battery after 
victims ‘came forward and 
identified the suspect following 
his March arrest. 

Huberto Santoyo, 37, of 
Clewiston was arrested March 
8 and charged with two counts 
of armed kidnapping; armed 
sexual battery and armed 
robbery/possession ofa firearm 
during commission of a felony. 
The ‘suspect was arrested 
following a traffic stop in a 
vehicle matching the descrip- 
tion provided by one of the 
victims. Inside the vehicle, 
according to the sheriff's office 
probable cause affidavit, 
detectives ‘found а, wallet 
belonging to one of the victims.. 

Santoyo: was originally 
charged in connection with the 
Feb. 4 abduction of a 32-year 
old woman from Lake Worth, 
who was allegedly driven to . 
Wedgworth Road in Belle 
Glade where she was sexually 
assaulted and abandoned. 

The second incident allegedly 


occurred on March 6, when the 
victim, a 21 year old woman; 
was abducted at gunpoint from 
Green Acres, then driven teva 
cane field in Belle Glade where 
she said she was sexually 
assaulted and abandoned. 

The additional, charges filed 
against Santoyo stem from 
incidents which reportedly 
occurred in July of 1999 and 
November of 1999. 

According to the probable 
cause affidavit, in July, 1999, 
the suspect allegedly picked up 
a 20-year-old Belle Glade 
woman after offering to take 
her to the store, then allegedly 
drove her to a trailer in Ledeca 
Acres in Hendry County. The 
victim was able to escape when 
she asked the suspect to take 
her somewhere to get some- 
thing to eat. 

In thé second incident, the 
suspect allegedly abducted. a 
16-year-old girl from-a conven- 
ience store in Fort Myers, after 
the girl asked him to buy a 
pack of cigarettes for her. After 
reportedly offering to drive thé 
teenager home, the suspect 
allegedly drove her to а .cane 
field ‘outside of. South. Bay, 
where she. was sexually 
assaulted and then left.

One night the parents had a 
party at the house and no one 


was sitting on a wooden stool 
talking with a young woman. 
She nodded and smiled in: his 
direction. 

“Well, I haven't had my med- 
icines for a few days.” He hesi- 
tated, and his eyes dropped 
down to the floor. “I ran out of 
them, you know?” 

Phil understood. 

“Here, Sit down here, and 
lets figure out what you'll 
need," Phil said. 

As Phil began asking more 
questions, the old man began 
relaxing more. He managed a 
small smile when Phil con- 
firmed that there were some 
free medicines in the clinic closet. 

“Wow! That blood pressure is 
pretty high," Phil reported as 
he removed the inflatable cuff 
from the man's arm. “You real- 
ly do need to be on that medi- 
cine," 

“I know," the man said softly, 
“but I just haven't... well,: you 
know.” 

“I understand, sir." 

Phil and the other volunteers 
at the clinic welcomed several 
patients each week who had 
nowhere else to go for their pri- 
mary medical care. 

No money, no local ‘doctor, no 
insurance: a repetitive, famil- 
iar story for the clinic staff. 

With the clinic form that list- 
ed the man's medical history

In November of 1999 the Belle Glade 
Department once again lost one of its firefighters to. 
а better paying department. This left the fire 
department understaffed and our homes under- 
protected. 

Instead of five firefighters responding to emer- 
gency calls, only four were available for rapid 
response. Overtime was not instituted to cover this 
manning shortage for six months. Safety has been 
compromised to maintain a minimal overtime bud- 
get. 

In March 2000, the Belle Glade Fire Department 
finally began the testing and interview process to 
hire a new firefighter to fill this vacant position, 

Due to a lack of public notification, the number 
of applicants was few. There are several qualifica- 
tons that are reviewed, for instance, Civil Service 
test scores, firefighter certification, driving record, 
and the applicant must be willing to establish res- 
idency in Belle Glade within six months of the hire 
date. 

‘The applicant that the fire department chose to 
fill this position scored the highest on the Civil 
Service exam, however, she has an extremely poor 
driving record. Rather than move on to the next 
most qualified applicant, instead, the fire depart- 
ment opted to continue to operate understaffed 
while they waited for several citation points to be 
cleared off her driving record: 

Is the departrhent making an exception because 
this applicant is female and they need to meet their 
minority quota of females? If that's the case, it's 
ludicrous «nd dangerous: * 

This week, thé applicant's driving record has 
been cleared of a féw points, which now makes her 
eligible to fill this position. However, when she was x 
contacted and offered the position and hiring date, Ё 
she was unwilling to meet the residency require- 
ment, She was unwilling to break an existing lease 
in Wellington. It seems the hiring of a new fire- 
fighter to properly staff the fire department will 
have to wait until this applicant's lease in 
Wellington has.expired. Or, will an exception be 
made specifically for her? 4 

There are other applicants who met all the nec- 
essary requirements three months ago. This 
sounds like reverse discrimination. It potentially 
puts the city at risk for unfair hiring practice-liti- 
gation. As a resident, I dorit want my taxes used to 
legally defend an indefensible position.”

sea breeze is driven by differ- 
ences in temperature, specifi- 
cally the-difference in the tem- 
perature between the ocean 
and the land. 

During the summer months; 
sea-surface temperatures along. 
the Florida coast reach the 
middle 80's. It is a fairly:con- 
stant temperature, changing 
only a degree or two over the 
entire summer. 3 

But the temperature of the 
land is changing constantly, 
dropping into the 70's over 
night and rising quickly to 
around. 90 degrees by the noon 
hour. 

That warm, lighter air begins 
to rise, allowing the cooler, 
heavier air to slip in beneath it. 
The result is the sea breeze, 
Mother Nature's. natural air 
conditioner.

The air is forced to rise creating 
a line of shower and thunder- 
storm activity. 

Most. of the time; the sea 
breeze front (as it is sometimes 
called) . marches toward 
Florida's ‘west coast where it 
collides with the west coast sea 
breeze. The result is a period of 
shower and thunderstorm 
activity dn the west coast. 

At other times, the sea breeze 
head# back toward the east 
coast. The movement of the sea 
breeze is determined by upper 
level winds. 

"Partly cloudy with scattered 
showers," a phrase I say often 
during the summer months. 
And, thanks to the sea breeze, 
it's a forecast that is rarely 
wrong.
